A. AN OVERVIEW 


T his is the Thirty-sixth Annual Report on activities of the Institute for the year 1989-90. 
Keeping in view the observations made at Annua! General Body Meetings and by the 
Executive Council, appropriate changes hav'c been introduced in the format and 
presentation of the past pattern of Annual Reports. The new format is more 
comprehensive, though brief. VVe would be grateful for advdee on further improvements. 

During the year the Institute completed a number of re.scarch projects, consultancy 
assignments and undertook a large number of training programmes. The important studies 
completed include a study on Management Excellence in Public Enterprises. This is an 
indepth analysis ol both high and low performing enterpri.ses to identity the attributes 
which tend to promote excellence and absence of which lead to low performance. The 
report has been .submitted to the Department of Public Enterpri.ses. The study oi\ Analysis 
of Credit Linkages in IRDP which aimed at critically evaluating the linkages of block 
Development Plans under the IRD Scheme to the District Credit Plans under the lead 
Bank Scheme was completed and .submitted to the NABARD, the sponsorer of the study. 
The Institute also completed a study on Organisational Striicitire and Personnel Policy 
entrusted by the Expert Committee on Excellence of Postal Services set-up by the 
Department of Posts, Ministry ot Communication. The study analyses the organisational 
structure and personnel policy of the Department of Posts. Many of our suggestions have 
found a place in the final report presented by the Committee to the Government. The 
Institute also completed a study on Municipal Finance in India sponsored by the Planning 
Commission. Annexure If provides information on the research projects completed and 
those in progress. 

The Institute has initiated a fresh process of communications with the mi ustries and 
departments of the Central Government to understand the felt needs of the Government 
so that reisearch eflorts at the Institute could lake note of the requirements of the Indian 
Policy makers. A good number of suggestions have already been received from the 
ministries and departments. These are under consideration of the faculty for formulation 
of appropriate proposals. 

The In.stitute organised 48 training programmes including the Advanced Professional 
Programme in Public Administration. In addition to the programmes spon.sorcd by the 



Department of Personnel and Training, the Institute took up 11 programmes by other 
organisations and 9 fee-based programmes introduced by the Institute itself. The Centre 
tor Urban Studies organised 11 programmes in the field of Urban Development 
However, with announcement of elections in October, 1989, some training pro^ammes 

were affected The APPPA programme was attended by 32 officers from 20 different 
Central and State Departments. 

A scheme for preparation of new case studies and an annual competition for case-stuav 
awards has been formulated. Information in this regard has been widelv circulJel It k 
hoped that these efforts would promote preparation of a larger number of relevant case 
forSj U Institute has also taken initiative in establishing collaboration with Indian and 
oreign Universities having strong Departments in the field of Public Administration. A 
Teaching of Public Administration in India sponsored by the IIPA and 
e Indian Association of Public Administration was organised during November 1989 We

Shri T.N. Chaturvedi, former Director of the Institute and the Editor, Indian Journal 
of Public Adntinistration, has been awarded Fadma Vibhushan for his distinguished services 
in the field of public affairs. 

We are all grateful to Dr. S.D. Sharma, the Fresident of the Institute, for his soliticious 
kindness and patronage to the Institute. 

Our sincere thanks are due to the members of the Executive Council and Standing 
Committee, particularly, Shri S.B. Chavan, Chairman of the Institute and Dr. B. 
Venkatappiah, Chairman of the Standing Committee for their consistent support and 
valuable advice from time to time on operational matters of the Institute. 

We are grateful to the members of the Institute and Regional/Local Branches who 
have actively involved themselves in and encouraged the various activities of the Institute. 
Our thanks are due the Department of Fersonnel and Training, Department of Rural 
Development and the Ministry of Urban Development for their consistent support extended 
to the activities of the Institute. Thanks are also due to the Ministries and agencies of 
Central and State Governments for extending cooperation to the programmes of the 
Institute. 


B. ASSOCIATIONAL ACTIVITIES 

B.1 THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE GENERAL BODY 

The thirty-fifth Annual Meeting of the General Body was held on Octomxr 22, 1989. 
Dr. Shankar Dayal Sharma, Vice-Fresident of India and Fresident of UFA, addressed the 
members. Shri S.B. Chavan, the then Union Minister of Finance and Chairman, UFA, 
presided. 

The meeting was attended by 222 members. 

Dr. Shikar Dayal Sharma, Vice-Fresident of India, was unanimously re-elected as 
President of UFA. 

The proceedings of the Thirty Fourth Annual Meeting of the General Body held on 
October 29, 1988, the Annual Report and the Annual Statement of Accounts for the year 
1988-89 were approved. M/s Thakur Vaidyanath Aiyar & Co. were reappointed as the 
Auditors of the Institute for the year 1989-90.

SPECIAL MEETING OF THE GENERAL BODY 

In pursuance of the announcement of the Chairman of the Institute at the Annual 
General Body Meeting on October 29, 1988, the Executive Council of the Institute 
constituted a committee consisting of Shri G.C.L. Joneja (Chairman), Prof. M.V. Mathur, 
Dr. V. Subramanian, Shri V. Karthikeyan, Prof. A. Datta, Shri S.C. Vajpeyi, and Shri P.k! 
Umashankar, Director (Member-Secretary). The terms of reference of the Committee 
were: (i) To review the rules and elections bye-laws of the Institute, and (ii) suggest 
amendments, additions, clarifications in respect thereof as well as of any procedures laid 
down or practices followed thereunder. The Joneja Committee report was considered by 
the Executive Council on May 29, 1989 and August 14, 1989. The Executive Council 
recommended that a Special Meeting ol the General Body should be called to consider 
changes in the Rules ot IIPA. A Special Meeting of the General Body was accordingly 
convened on October 22, 1989 to consider the amendments. The Special Meeting had to 
be adjourned as the CJiairman felt that there was a need to give more time to the 
Executive Council and Members to reflect on the proposed amendments. 

A Sub-committee of the Executive Council with Shri G.C.L. Joneja (Chairman), Prof. 
M.V. Mathur, Dr. V. Subramanian, Shri V. Karthikeyan, Prof. A. Datta, Shri S.C. Vajpeyi^ 
late Shri M.K. Chaturvedi, Prof. K. Kamalanathan, Prof. S.K. Goyal, and Shri P.k! 
Umashankar, Director, IIPA reviewed the amendments proposed to the Rules and election 
Bye-Laws of IIPA and presented to the Executive Council. 

B3 THIRTY-THIRD ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE MEMBERS 

The Thirty-third IIPA Members’ Annual Conference was held on October 21, 1989 on 
the theme; Jawaharlal Nehru: His Vision on Science & Technology and Public 
Administration . The forenoon session of the Conference was presided over by late Shri 
M.K. Chaturvedi and the afternoon session by Prof. M.V. Mathur. 

The Conference was attended by 229 members. Prof. D.D. Malhotra of IIPA introduced 
the discu.s.sion paper on the theme of the Conlcrence. In addition, 34 papers were circulated at 
the Conference. Regional Conferences on the same theme were also held by our branches in 
Delhi, Kerala, Maharashtra, Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu, U.P. and Santhal Pargana. 

B.4 THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 

The Executive Council in its meeting held on October 22, 1989, unanimously re-elected 
Shri S.B. Chavan, as the Chairman of the Institute for 1989-90. 

Dr. B. Venkatappiah, Shri H.M. Patel and Justice S. Ratnavcl Pandian were 
unanimously elected as Vice-Pre.sidenis of the Institute for 1989-90. 

The Council coopted Dr. V. Subramanian, Shri R.N. Haldipur, Shri V. Karthikeyan 
and Prof. Iqbal Narain as members for a term of one year.

Admission of New Members 

E.5 MEMBERSHIP 

During the year, 1,146 new members were admitted to the Institute (745 Ordinary, 381 
Life, 18 Corporate (Annual) and 2 Corporate (for 20 years). In addition, 113 Associate 
Members were admitted. 409 Ordinary Members compounded their membership to Life 
Membership. Six Corporate Members also compounded their liability for 20 years. The 
number of those who resigned stood at: Ordinary 16, Life 2 and Corporate 9.

B.6 REGIONAL AND LOCAL BRANCHES 


During the year, a local Branch at Karininagar was established. With this, the number 
of Regional and Local Branches at the close of the year stood at 18 and 44, respectively. 

A meeting of the Chairmen and Honorary Secretaries of the Regional and Local 
Branches was held at Delhi on October 22, 1989. The Director, Indian Institute of Public 
Administration, presided over the meeting. The Regional/Local Branches represented at 
the meeting were: Assam, Bihar, Delhi, Karnataka, Kerala, Maharashtra, Rajasthan, Tamil 
Nadu, Uttar Pradesh, and West Bengal (Regional Branches), Budaun, Jabalpur, 
Karininagar, Madurai, Patiala, Ranchi, Sangli, Santhal Pargana, Vadodara, Villupuram, 



Warangal, Solapur, and Manipur (Local Branches). 

The meeting reviewed the functioning of Regional and Local branches and measures 
to be pursued to further strengthening of their role were identified. Some of the important 
suggestions made at the meeting were: 

1. Representatives of Branches should be invited to the seminars conducted at the 
headquarters; 

2. The bye-laws framed for Branches may be suitably modified 

3. Branches may be approached for confirmation of correct addresses of members 
during election year also. 

4. Research Studies should be entrusted to branches and they may be involved in 
research work. 

5. More resources should be found to provide greater financial assistance to 
Branches. 

6. There should be greater involvement of faculty in the management of branches. 

7. Local branches be permitted to enrol associate members who may be actively 
associated with the activities of the branches. 

8. Bye-laws of branches may be amended to permit them to keep their deposits, they 
so desire, with the public sector undertakings which give higher rate of interest, 
to increase their financial resources. 

9. The progranimes/activities of the Branches may be reported in the monthly 
newsletter of the Institute. 

10. Brochure of Training programmes conducted at the Institute should be sent to the 
branches. 

11. Such branches which do not have requisite number of members be discontinued 
and there should be strict enforcement of rules laid down for formation of 
Branches. 

12. Ceiling of Rs. 2000/- for obtaining rail concession for attending Annual General 
body Meeting should be raised. 

13. Nominee of the Chairman of the Regional Branch should be permitted to attend 
the meetings of the Executive Council in case Chairman is unable to attend the 
meeting. 

14. Papers contributed in the Members* Annual Conference should first be screened 
by a Committee and only quality papers be published either in the IJPA or 
brought out in some other form. 

A sura of Rs.2,43,573/- was paid as financial assistance to the Regional/Local Branches 
during the year for carrying out their programmes/activitics. The amount included 50 per 
cent of the subscription of the members of the Branches and '50 per cent of the interest 
accruing on Life Membership Capital Fund. The activities pursued by Regional and Local 
Branches during the year are reported in Annexure IV.

B,7 ESSAY COMPETITION 

Three subjects identified for the Annual Essay Prize Competition - 1989 were:

In all, 31 essays were received which were evaluated by a Committee of Judges 
comprising Shri M. Subramanian, Prof. Sushila Kaushik and Smt. C.P. Sujaya.

Reforms and Public Grievances for her essay on "Women and Development," and 

2. Dr. C. Ashok Vardhan, IAS, Settlement Officer, Dhanbad, for his essay on 
"Peoples’ Participation in Planning" 

The Second Prize was awarded to Shri G.V. Ramachandra, Director (Personnel), 
Karnataka Scheduled Castes & Scheduled Tribes Development Corporation, Bangalore, for 
his essay on "Jawaharlal Nehru & Public Administration". 

B.8 CONDOLENCES 

The Executive Council of the Institute in its meeting held on May 5, 1990 placed on 
record its deep sense of sorrow and grief on the sad and sudden demise of Shri M.K. 
Chaturvedi on March 19, 1990. Shri Chaturvedi was a distinguished member of the IIPA 
Executive Council since 1968, besides Standing Committee and other Committees and had 
contributed in a substantial manner to the activities of the Institute. 

Shri G. Radhakrishnan, a participant in the Advanced Professional Programme in 
Public Administration, 1989-90, died suddenly on 20.2.1990. The Institute and fellow 
participants in APPPA mourned his death. Shri Radhakrishnan was also a member of 
Institute. .

C,1 THE ACADEMIC COMMITTEE

matters covering education, training, research and consultancy. The Committee met four . 
times during the year. 




C2 PLANNING & ADVISORY COMMITTEE AND THE ACADEMIC DIVISIONS 

OF THE INSTITUTE 


The Planning & Advisory Committee, the main function of which is to advise the 
Director on academic matters - research, training, consultancy etc. - and preparation of 
annual plan and academic activities of the Institute, meets on the first working day of each 
month. 

The Academic Divisions, each comprising such members of the faculty who have their 
interest, experience and expertise in the concerned area of study, meet every month for 
purpose of (a) preparing annual plan of work in the respective area of research and 
training and undertaking periodical reviews; (ii) discussing, coordinating and reviewing 
individual plans of action; (iii) acting as a forum for academic interaction and intellectual 
development of its member by organising seminars, special lectures etc., and (iv) 
coordinating activities with other academic groups and divisions in promoting 
inter-disciplinary approaches. 

The membership of the Academic Divisions is given in Annexure-VIII. 

C3 TRAINING PROGRAMMES 

A A report, 48 training programmes were conducted including the 

Advanced Professional Programme in Public Administration and 988 officers participated 
in these programmes Annexure V). There was fall in the number of participants in the 
training programmes conducted during 1989-90, as compared to last year, as some of the 
raining programmes had less number of participants and a few training programmes had 
to be dropped on account of the General Elections to the Lok Sabha and State Assemblies. 

Fifteenth Advanced Professional Programme in Public Administration 

The Advanced Professional Programme in Public Administration, fifteenth in the 
series, began on July 1, 1989 and concluded on March 31, 1990

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The programme design of the XV APPFA consisted of four broad components, w., 
(a) teaching course, (b) field study, (c) study seminars and (d) dissertation and viva-voce. 
All the activities in the programme were grouped into 23 streams including special area 
groups and individual presentation consisting of a number of subjects/topics. 

As part of the programme, five seminars were held on (i) Research Methodology, (ii) 
Special Area Group, (iii) Project Study, (iv) Village Study and (v) Foreign Study. 

A three-day seminar on Research Methodology was held to discuss the application of 
the relevant research techniques by the participants in their village studies, dissertation and 
to suggest improvements therein. Prof. Girish K. Misra was the Coordinator of the 
Seminar. 

Seminar on Special Area Group was aimed to equip the participants with special 
knowledge relating to the area of participants’ choice. The participants critically evaluated 
the existing theories/information tools in the selected area and the same were discussed 
in the Seminar. Shri Pranab Banerji, Dr. Jaitilak Guha Roy, Dr. Aasha Kapur Mehta, Shri 
Shekhar Singh, Dr. B.M. Verma and Dr. R.K. Wishwakarma conducted the Seminar. 

Project study was intended to impart consultancy skills among the participants working 
in a team. Four specific public undertakings were chosen for in-depth studies of their 
strengths and weaknesses to formulate specific suggestions to sustain or to improve their 
performance. Prof. K.L. Handa, Prof. Kanti Swarup, Prof. Jaideep Singh and Prof. O.P. 
Minoclia were in charge of project studies. 

The Programme also included individual presentations by the participants. This aimed 
to develop their abilities to communicate and sharpen their confidence in public speaking 
and to equip them with the necessary techniques for oral presentation in the course of their 
assignments in the future. Shri N.C. Ganguli and Shri Rakesh Gupta, Associate 
Programme Directors of APPFA were in-charge of this stream. 

As part of the programme, the participants spent two weeks in the villages for the field 
study. The studies were carried out in selected villages in districts of Churachandpur 
(Manipur), Kolar (Karnataka), Kangra (Himachal Pradesh) and Harminder Bay in 
Andamans. The participants were divided into four groups, keeping in view their choice 
of place and viability of the size of the group. The faculty guides assigned were: Shri M.K. 
Gaur (Churachandpur), Dr. (Mrs.) A. Sarada (Kolar), Shri Rakesh Gupta (Kangra), Dr. 
J.N. Upadhyay (Andamans). The studies conducted in these villages exposed the 
participants to the dynamics of rural life and provided first hand knowledge of basic 
socio-economic conditions of the backward communities. The reports of the village studies 
by the participants were discussed in a two-day seminar. Dr. J.N. Upadhyay was in-charge,

There was also a foreign study tour for two weeks of Japan and South Korea. The 
tour was arranged with a view to enable the participants to appreciate development 
administration from a comparative perspective and to have an understanding of the 
admirastrative processes involved. On their return the participants discussed the experience

A significant component of the programme was the preparation of a well documented 
disscrlaiion on a topic relevant to some current administrative problems chosen by the

Seminar on State of Economy (January 30, 1990) 

The objective of the Seminar was to organise exchange of ideas aloiigvvith a quick and 
critical, review of the major facets of Indian Economy with a view to suggesting short and 
medium term corrective policies and policy changes. 

Distinguished economists, planners, academicians and administrators participated in 
the discussion. 

The Economic Analysis and Policy Group on the Indian Economy of the Institute 
coordinated the Seminar. 

C.5 CASE STUDY PROGRAMME 

The Committee on Case Studies of the Institute has reviewed its Case Studies 
Programme consequent to the demands of the training institutes to develop relevant and 
high quality case studies for use in training programmes and has initiated a series of 
measures to promote preparation of case studies and popularisation of case method. In this 
regard a comprehensive case study programme has been prepared and Annual Case Study 
Award Competition Scheme announced. Under the programme, an honorarium of 
Rs.l, 000.00 would be paid to the writer for each case study selected for publication. In 
addition, under the Award Competition Scheme, each year two prizes - a first prize of 
Rs.3, 000.00 and a Second Prize of Rs.2, 000.00 would be awarded to the two best case 
studies. The scheme comes into effect from April, 1990. 

C.6 LIBRARY AND REFERENCE SERVICE 

The Institute’s library continues to be a major source of reference and research 
material in the field of public administration. During the year 2,020 volumes were added 
to the existing collection taking the total to 1,56,716. The number of periodicals received 
by the IIPA library stood at 501 titles. Of these, 274 periodicals were subscribed, 126 
received on exchange, 93 received as gratis and 8 against membership of learned bodies. 
Thirteen english newspapers were subscribed to provide press clippings service. Two Hindi 
newspapers are also subscribed. 

Five hundred and thirty six books and 400 administrative reports were added to the 
collection of government documents that includes acts and statutes, gazettes, departmental 
annual reports, reports of commission/committee of enquiries, census report, selected 
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documents of international organizations such as UM, OECD, ILO., UNICEF etc. 

Eighty three volumes were added to the collection under the Centre for Urban Studies 
taking the total to 9,245. The Centre continued to subscribe for 23 periodicals in the area 
of urban affairs. 

Seventy two volumes were added to the collection under the Centre for Rural 
Development Administration taking the total to 1,722. Twelve periodicals on the subject 
are being received. 

A separate Hindi Unit in the Library has been started. One hundred and twenty-five 
books were added to this collection which included gift of 25 books from the Parliament 
Library. Two Hindi newspapers and seven periodicals continued to be received. 

Depository Programme of IBRD (World Bank) 

The International Bank for Reconstruction and Development has designated the IIPA 
library as a Depository Library of the publications. Three hundred and ten books were 
added and 3 periodicals continued to be received. The present collection has a total of 
2,054 volumes. 

Current Awareness Services 

1. List of Additions: "IIPA Recent-Accessions” provides information about publications 
added to the library every month. This list is distributed to about 300 libraries in the 
country. 

2. Documentation Service: "Documentation in Public Administration" is the quarterly 
current awareness service. The entries are provided with key-words and selected abstracts. 
A detailed subject term index and author index help in speedy information retrieval. On 
an average it includes 3500 articles and press clippings, 100 book-notes and 500 book 
reviews. 

3. Press Clippings Service: For the press clippings service 13 newspapers are regularly 

scanned. About 4,300 clippings were indexed. This service is supplemented by the issue 
of "News Index". . ' 

4. Literature Search and Bibliographies Service: To compile bibliographies for the use 
of faculty and staff comprehensive literature searches were made. Twenty-four 
bibliographies were compiled. In addition, the library compiled pre-course reading lists for 
the various training programmes. 

Circulation 

The total number' of books issued to the members was 9,021, Under its inter-library 
loan service 816 volumes were loaned to other libraries and 67 volumes borrowed. 

Books Selection Committee 

The library books selection ■ committee was reconstituted and represented by the 
Coordinators of the academic 'divisions, APPPA Course Director and a representative of 
the Department of Personnel 


The committee advises on the collection development programme of the library and 
also other matters , related to the functioning of the libra.ry.
